Despite the fact 
that the cream of the players was 
unable to offer its services, the Cook- 
men held back the Tartars and dis- 
played many threats that made the 
Tartars exert every effort to stop the 
many marches of the Dons. 

Coach Cook stated today that he 
was well satisfied with the way the 
team showed up Saturday, but that 
it still had a lot of games and that 
the conference was not cinched by 
any team. The game held excitement 
in every. play. 

Early in the second period, after 
the red and black team ‘had been 
pushed back against its own goal, the 
Tartars scored. A pass over the goal 
from Canfield to Captain McKee made 
the first and last score for Compton. 
The conversion was low and failed 
to cross the bar.
